Heartbreak as crash 


claims life of Sarah

THE heartbroken 
parents of a teenager 
who died after being 
involved in a car 
crash have paid trib¬ 
ute to their “beauti¬ 
ful and bubbly” 
daughter. 

Sarah Oldham, 17, of The 
Row, Sutton, died with her 
family beside her at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital in Camb¬ 
ridge last Wednesday night. 

Sarah, who had just started 
studying for her A-levels at the 
City of Ely Community 
College, had been in a critical 
condition since Monday, after 
the car she was a passenger in 
crashed on the A142 at Mepal, 
at about 8.30pm. 

The driver of the Citroen 
Saxo, a 17-year-old man, has 
since been discharged from 
hospital. 

Sarah’s family, trying to 
come to terms with the trag¬ 
edy, said a permanent hole had 
been left in their hearts. 

Her organs are being dona¬ 
ted, in line with her wishes, 
and Sarah’s family are also 
asking people to make 
donations towards the NCCU 
ward at Addenbrooke’s, where 
she was treated. 

Her dad, Mike, 49, told the 
News: “Sarah was a beautiful 
and bubbly girl who did tend 
to be on the ditzy side at times, 
but we loved her for it. 

“We are shocked by what

has happened and we will have 
a permanent hole in our 
hearts - it is just such a waste 
of a life. 

“We would like to thank the 
amazing doctors and nurses at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital who 
have been absolutely brilliant, 
we could not have asked for 
anything else.” 

Sarah’s mum, Sue, also 49, 
said: “Sarah was an absolute 
party animal and instead of 
living 24 hours a day I’m sure 


she lived 30 - she was always 
on the go and making the most 
out of life. 

“Since turning 17 she had 
had two driving lessons and 
after the first one, she came 
home and said how easy she 
thought it was. 

“Words cannot describe how 
much we will all miss her - we 
are a close family and, despite 
being of similar age, her and 
her brother were so close to 
each other. 

“Sarah wanted her organs to 
be donated when she died and 
that is what we are doing - her 
kidney is already benefiting 
someone else at the hospital.” 

Her 20-year-old brother, 
Matthew, said: “It is hard to 
come to terms with - she will 
be greatly missed.” 

Before she started her A- 
levels, Sarah attended Witch- 
ford Village College. She also 
worked part-time at the Costa 
cafe in Ely. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to the accident or 
anyone with information to 
come forward. 

Pc Francis Crawford, in¬ 
vestigating, said: “It is im¬ 
portant to find anyone who 
saw this vehicle in the 
moments leading up to the 
crash. 

“Any drivers who were on 
the A142 just before the 
incident and who saw the car 
should contact me.”

Battling Joshua, six, takes 
delivery of his Land Rover 


THE dreams of six-year-old cancer 
battler Joshua Hinchliffe have come 
true after months of fundraising. 

Joshua has been fighting cancer 
since last year when it was detected 
in his pelvis, liver and abdomen. His 
family desperately wanted to buy him 
a £4,000 motorised mini Land Rover 
for Christmas - his dad has a real 
one - but it was simply too 
expensive. 

Readers of the Weekly News sent 
him piles of “Get Well” wishes but 
also set out on a fundraising mission 
to help his family buy one. 


After extensive chemotherapy and 
treatment over the Christmas period, 
Joshua was finally able to return to 
his home in Southery, near Littleport, 
where his scaled-down Land Rover 
was waiting for him. 

Joshua, a pupil at Littleport Primary 
School, had been devastated after 
being told he could not go in to the 
workshop his dad, Peter, keeps his 
own Land Rover in, because of the 
risk of infection. 

But Joshua’s mum, Janette, said that 
thanks to the generosity of people 
touched by his story, he was “over 


the moon” with his own car. 

She said: “Thanks to fundraising 
efforts of friends, family and people in 
the Cambridgeshire area, Joshua is 
now the proud owner of the Land 
Rover he so desperately wanted. 
“With him being in hospital over 
Christmas, things were very hectic 
and he only returned home a few 
days after New Year’s Day. 

“When he saw his new car he was 
absolutely over the moon.” 

She added: “Words cannot express 
the gratitude we feel for what 
everyone has done.”

Drugs trial OAP 
wins £ 28 k payout

A BATTLING pensioner 
has won £28,000 compen¬ 
sation after facing down 
a pharmaceutical giant. 

Merck Sharp and Dohme Ltd 
said it was dropping its appeal 
against a Cambridge County 
Court judgment in favour of 
75-year-old Les Thomas. 

The retired college lecturer 
said he almost died after 
taking part in a clinical trial of 
the painkilling drug rofecoxib, 
also known as Vioxx, for the 
firm in 2003. 

Six months into the experi¬ 
ment he was found to have a 
collapsed colon, septicemia 
and an irregular heartbeat, 
and was classed as anorexic 
when he lost two stone after 
suffering nearly two months of 
constant diarrhoea. 

Mr Thomas says he has 
never fully recovered from the 
trial, which was carried out to 
determine if the already 
licensed drug could be used to 
treat prostate cancer. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last month a judge ruled 
rofecoxib was probably a 
“significant cause” of Mr 
Thomas’ illness.

Merck took the case to the 
Court of Appeal but it has now 
withdrawn from proceedings 
and agreed to compensate Mr 
Thomas, of Chelmer Way, Ely. 

It has also agreed to pay his 


legal fees - including £50,000 he 
took out from his home 
insurance to pursue the case. 

Mr Thomas, a grandfather, 
told the Weekly News he had 
accepted the payout to avoid 
going back before a judge. 

He said: “I don’t think it 
reflects what I have been 
through but it is a reasonable 
sum.” 

The hearing in December 
heard Mr Thomas had to go to 
the toilet up to 10 times a day 
and could barely walk after he 
took part in the trial, and that 
he was “virtually an invalid” 
for nine months after his stay 
in Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

A Merck spokeswoman said 
the payout was in line with 
guidelines set out by the 
Association of the British 
Pharmaceutical Industry. 

Rofecoxib was marketed as 
Vioxx by Merck between 1999 
and 2004, when it was with¬ 
drawn. In that time more than 
80 million people were pre¬ 
scribed it worldwide. 

In 2007, the company set up a 
$4.5 billion fund to settle legal 
claims that the drug caused 
many users to suffer strokes 
and heart failure. 

The spokeswoman said Mr 
Thomas’ illness, diagnosed as 
ulcerative colitis, was unrel¬ 
ated to these conditions.

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I drove in my sleep, 
claims drink-driver 


Testimony fails to stop 
18 month road ban

A DRINK-DRIVER who 
claimed to have been 
sleepwalking when he got 
into his car and crashed it 
had a rude awakening in 
court. 

Joseph Bowyer crashed his 
MG ZR less than half a mile 
from his house. 

Police and paramedics were 
called and the 27-year-old 
plasterer admitted to police 
that he had been drinking. 

An on-the-spot breath test 
showed Bowyer was almost 
double the legal limit with 67 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath and he 
was arrested. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He admitted to 
police at the scene that he had 
been drinking. 

“Officers could smell 
alcohol on his breath and a 
breath test proved positive. 

“But after being treated at 
hospital, he said he could not 
remember anything about the 
crash. 

“He believes he got in his 


car in his sleep and that he 
only woke up when para¬ 
medics were around him.” 

Bowyer pleaded guilty to 
drink-driving at Ely Magist¬ 
rates’ Court. 

He had drunk two cans of 
lager and a bottle of wine 
before getting behind the 
wheel of his car one evening 
last October. 

Michael Judkins, mitig¬ 
ating, said: “This is a very 
unusual case and the 
sequence of events leading up 
to the incident are 
unfortunate. 

“His girlfriend of four years 
had recently left him, and un¬ 
believably there had been 
three deaths in the family 
shortly beforehand. 

“The evening of the crash 
was the night before the 
funeral of two of his grand¬ 
parents, so he was very 
down.” 

He added: “He does not 
know why he drove that night 


and he cannot remember 
anything about it.” 

Mr Judkins added: “The only 
explanation is that he drove in 
his sleep and that he did not 
realise he was doing so, hence 
the crash happened less than 
four-lOths of a mile from his 
home.” 

Magistrates heard that Bow¬ 
yer, of Barcham Road, Soham, 
relied on his car for work and to 
visit his six-year-old daughter 
in Lakenheath each weekend. 

Janet South, chairman of the 
bench, said: “We have taken 
into account the trauma you 
have experienced recently, but 
drink-driving is a very serious 
offence and we cannot let this 
go.” 

Bowyer was disqualified from 
driving for 18 months with the 
option of completing a drink- 
rehabilitation programme to 
reduce the ban. 

He was also fined £300, ord¬ 
ered to pay £100 costs and a 
victim surcharge of £15.

City court staff 
fear job losses

ELY Magistrates’ 
Court will be shut 
down this spring, the 
Weekly News can 
reveal. 

But after months of 
speculation about the 
courthouse’s future, the 
closure may only be 
temporary. 

From April 1, all court 
cases currently heard at the 
centuries-old building will 
be dealt with at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court instead. 

Mark Kram, a spokesman 
for Her Majesty’s Court 
Service (HMCS) said: “The 
number of cases being 
heard at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court has steadily declined 
and it is only operating at a 
quarter of its capacity. 

“Therefore, the decision 
has been made that those 
cases currently heard in 
Ely will be moved to 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court after April 1. 

“The decision follows a 
review of case listings 
across Cambridgeshire and 
means Ely courthouse will 
be closed temporarily. 
Everything is being kept 
under review and perm¬ 
anent individual court 
closures are based on 
ministers’ decisions.” 

Employees at Ely’s 
courthouse do not know 
whether their jobs will be 
lost or saved in the transfer 
to Cambridge. 

A member of staff, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “We have had this 
hanging over our heads for 
months but have just got on 
with it.

“It is sad that such a 
beautiful building will not 
be used and that we could 
lose our jobs, but nothing 
can be confirmed yet.” 

The decision has caused a 
stir among members of the 
City of Ely Perspective 
group, which aims to 
improve and develop the 
city for the benefit of 
residents, visitors and 
businesses. 

Philip Eden, chairman, 
said: “This decision does 
not surprise me, but it is 
very disappointing - only 
weeks ago we were told that 
HMCS was nowhere near 
making a decision. 

“We have had no public 
consultation or opportunity 
to voice our opinion but 
now we are told a decision 
has been made. 

“We certainly need to 
come together now and 
decide what the best way 
forward is for the court¬ 
house, as it is such a 
landmark in Ely.”

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Man in court for 


Success tastes sweet for Amy 


assaulting wife 


Daughter intervened 
when parents argued

A LITHUANIAN 
man pushed his wife 
to the floor because 
she was not paying 
him enough atten¬ 
tion, a court heard. 

Julius Porakis, of East 
Fen Drove, Soham, plead¬ 
ed guilty at Ely Magis¬ 
trates Court on Thursday 
to assaulting his wife of 
20 years, Irma Porakiene. 

The court heard how 
the couple’s 17-year-old 
daughter had to intervene 
when the domestic 
argument broke out at 
the family home on 
November 30,2008. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, 
prosecuting, said: “Irma 
returned home from a 
day out with her daught¬ 
er to find he had been 
drinking brandy in the 
living room. 

“An argument broke 
out over her not showing 
him enough attention, 
which continued for 
around 10 minutes before 


Julius grabbed his wife’s 
neck tightly, making it 
sore, before grabbing her 
shoulders and pushing 
her to the floor. 

“She tried to escape as 
she was concerned for 
her safety and the 
couple’s teenage daughter 
came in to the living 
room and told him not to 
do that to her mother. 

“She was told to get to 
her bedroom and Irma 
managed to escape there 
with her, where they 
called the police.” 

In a police statement, 
the daughter said she 
heard her parents argu¬ 
ing and that her father’s 
speech was slurring. 

She saw him push her 
mother on the shoulders, 
which is when she got in 
between them to calm the 
situation. 

Porakis, who works as 
a forklift driver, admitted 
to magistrates that he 
pushed his wife, but 


denies grabbing her by 
the neck. 

Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 
gating, said: “My client 
has pleaded guilty as he 
knows that pushing his 
wife is an assault. But he 
denies grabbing her by 
the neck. 

“His daughter did not 
see him do this and there 
were no visible injuries to 
prove it.” 

Despite the difference 
in stories, presiding 
magistrate, Janet South, 
decided a Newton hear¬ 
ing (when the defendant 
has pleaded guilty but on 
the basis of a different 
version of the facts from 
the prosecution) was not 
needed. 

The case was adjourn¬ 
ed until February 5 for a 
full pre-sentence report. 

Porakis was released 
on conditional bail, 
preventing him from 
contacting his wife or 
daughter in any way

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Pollution makes 
life a ‘nightmare’ 
for village couple 


A COUPLE’S lives 
are being made a 
“nightmare” by a 
polluted ditch at the 
end of their garden. 

Geoff and Julie King, of 
Straight Furlong, Pymoor, 
spent all of last summer 
with their windows and 
doors closed because of a 
foul stench surrounding 
their bungalow 

The pair, who have 
lived in the village for 25 
years, even considered 
moving house as they felt 
their lives were being 
taken over by the rotten 
smells coming from the 
ditch. 

After reporting the 
suspected water pollution 
to the Environment 
Agency last summer, the 
couple were relieved 
when the company 
responsible was prosecu¬ 
ted and the odours dis¬ 
appeared. 

But the couple say 
smells have returned and 
action needs to be taken 
again. 

Mr King, 56, said: “The 
atrocious smells we have

been forced to live with 
have made our lives a 
miserable nightmare. 

“We have grown to hate 
the way we have to live 
after 25 happy years of 
living in Pymoor. 

“We breathed a sigh of 
relief when the stench 
disappeared late last year 
but it has returned again. 

“This needs to be 
sorted before the summer 
comes and we need to 
know what is polluting 
the ditch water - we 
cannot go through anoth¬ 
er summer of being 
afraid to go outside 
because of the smell.” 

Cllr Anna Bailey, who 
represents the Downham 
villages on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council, has joined the 
couple’s battle. 

She said: “The couple 
are desperate to get this 
sorted and get their lives 
back to normal and I 
want to help them. This is 


awful and unfair on them 
to be living like this.” 

The Environment 
Agency has confirmed 
that samples of the ditch 
water have been taken. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“After being alerted of 
potential pollution at a 
ditch in Pymoor last 
week, officers went out to 
the site to collect samples 
to determine whether 
there is pollution and if 
so, what nature. 

“In September 2008, 
The Sustainable Fish 
Company Ltd was pros¬ 
ecuted for discharging 
fish remains into the 
Hundred Drain at 
Straight Furlong, Pymoor. 

“They were fined £2,500 
and ordered to pay full 
costs of £3,827. 

“But we would like to 
make it clear that at this 
stage we have no ind¬ 
ication as to where the 
alleged pollution may 
have come from.” 

The test results are due 
to come back to the En¬ 
vironment Agency next 
week.

Rainforest appeal bears fruit for apes 


A CITY bid to save some of the 
world’s most endangered 
rainforest has been hailed a huge 
success. 

The Cambridge Rainforest Appeal 
was launched by aerospace firm 
Marshall of Cambridge only a few 
weeks ago, with the backing of Sir 
David Attenborough. 

The aim was to raise £200,000 for 


the charity of which Sir David is 
patron, the World Land Trust, 
which buys up threatened land 
around the world to safeguard 
wildlife - and the money has now 
already been collected. 

The trust will use it to buy land in 
Borneo, to secure the future of 
more than 600 orangutans. 
Michael Marshall, the appeal’s 


chairman, said: “I am proud to be 
associated with such an important 
appeal on behalf of the world’s 
biodiversity and contributing so 
significantly to the avoidance of 
carbon emissions which the 
burning of forests would cause.” 
Sir David said: “Every bit of 
rainforest lost in Borneo is less 
space for orangutans to survive.” 


ALMOST 200 children were 
the victims of sexual offences 
in Cambridgeshire last year. 

The figures were obtained as part 
of a national investigation by the 
NSPCC. 

The statistics, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show 
there were 189 victims under the age 
of 18 in the county. 

Cambridgeshire police did not 
supply a breakdown of how old the 
children were at the time of the 
offences. 

Phillip Noyes, NSPCC director of 
public policy, said: “These shocking 
figures reveal just how young many 
of the reported victims of sex abuse 
are, with even one-year-olds being at 
risk, although the highest numbers 
of offences were against children in 
their early teens. 

“It’s a grim picture but this is only 
a snapshot, as our research indicates 
there are many more abused chil¬ 
dren whose suffering never comes to 
light.” 

In total, there were 20,758 alleged 
sex crimes involving under-18s 
reported to officers in England and 
Wales in 2008. 

The force which reported the most 
offences was the Metropolitan 
Police, which had worked on the 
cases of 3,336 victims - including 
eight who were just one year old.

ANTI-MEREHAM pro¬ 
testers say the battle to 
get the controversial 
development removed 
from a new housing 
blueprint is “getting 
beyond a joke”. 

Campaigners thought they 
had seen the last of the much- 
contested scheme when Sec¬ 
retary of State for Commu¬ 
nities, Hazel Blears, formally 
rejected the plans back in 
August 2008. 

But the settlement re- 
emerged in a list of potential 
projects by the East of England 
Regional Assembly (EERA) in 
November, after developers 
were invited to submit prop¬ 
osed schemes. 

To prevent the development, 
which could see 5,000 homes 
built off the A10 between 
Stretham and Wilburton, from 
going ahead, the Say No to 
Mereham campaign was re¬ 
launched. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, leader of the 
campaign, Cllr Fred Brown, 
leader of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Cllr Jill Tuck, 
leader of Cambridgeshire 
County Council, and residents

and parish councils who do not 
want it to go ahead have all 
written to Ms Blears urging her 
to remove the scheme from 
EERA’s list. 

A recommendation is also 
being made to Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s cabinet to 
back bids to get the proposals 
dropped. 

But Cllr Hunt, who has been 
urging EERA to scrap the plans 
on a weekly basis, said: “It is 
fantastic that letters have been 
sent and that people are dedica¬ 
ted to getting this monstrosity 
removed from the list. 

“But the reality is, if it has 
been rejected by the Secretary 
of State already, we should not 
have to be going to such efforts 
to remove it - it should be dead 
and buried for good. 

“The money and time that it 


is costing the local authorities 
to prepare arguments and 
documents fighting the scheme 
is getting beyond a joke. 

“But we will be fighting this 
to the very end.” 

Cllr Hunt is also demanding 
that he and all interested 
parties are informed when 
discussions will take place. 

But a spokesman for EERA 
said the only discussion will be 
a public consultation on the 
housing blueprint as a whole 
this summer. 

He said: “The assembly is 
only at the early stages of 
developing a revised regional 
plan for new homes for the 
period 2011 to 2031. 

“This plan will be developed 
over the next two years and 
completed in 2011. 

“Proposals for the number of 
new homes needed in each 
council area will be published 
for public consultation this 
summer but there will be no 
individual meetings taking 
place about individual schemes. 

“The assembly has helped to 
alert the local community to 
the fact that developers are 
maintaining an interest in 
bringing forward the proposal 
despite the Secretary of State’s 
decision, and whether Mere¬ 
ham is suitable as a develop¬ 
ment location will be a matter 
for the local council to decide.”

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Optimism grows 
for house sales 


HOUSE sales in the 
eastern region could 
pick up in the next three 
months, according to a 
chartered surveyors’ 
organisation. 

The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) said its members 
reported “a slight in¬ 
crease in transactions” 
over the past three 
months, bucking the 
national trend, which 
has seen sales plummet 
to an all-time low. 

The RICS said: “The 
number of transactions 
grew slightly in the East 
of England in Dec¬ 
ember, despite the run¬ 
up to Christmas trad¬ 
itionally being a quiet 
period. 

“East of England 
chartered surveyors 
report that they expect 
sales to increase over 
the next three months.

The increase in interest 
reflects both the drop in 
asking prices and recent 
cuts in interest rates.” 

David Potter, operat¬ 
ions director for the 
region, said: “Buyer 
interest in the region 
has picked up slightly 
but without mortgage 
finance, the housing 
market will not see any 
marked improvement, 
and transaction levels 
will continue to remain 
very low. 

“First-time buyers 
and owner-occupiers 
are now stuck in a 
market which does not 
fulfil their aspirations. 

“The Government 
must act now to ensure 
that order is restored to 
the housing market. 

“A first step would be 
for it to provide guar¬ 
antees for the new 
issuance of residential 
mortgage-backed secur¬ 
ities.” 

John Pocock, of 
Pocock and Shaw estate 
agents in Cambridge, 
said: “The impression 
we get is that more 
people than expected 
are starting to think 
about coming into the 
housing market, and the 
low interest rates are 
encouraging investors 
to purchase.” 


Police have 58,000 
on DNA database

CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
police have stored nearly 
60,000 profiles on the 
national DNA database - 
equivalent to one in 
every 10 people in the 
county 

The database includes the 
genetic details of 7,500 children 
who were arrested in the 
county. Some of the children 
are as young as 10. 

Many of the people whose 
records are included in the 
figures, released to the Weekly 
News under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act powers, have never 
been convicted of a crime. 

Civil liberties campaigners - 
including Cambridge MP David 
Howarth - called for the ever¬ 
growing database to be scaled 
back. 

But the Cambridgeshire 
force said it played a key role in 
fighting crime. 

Currently police take DNA 
samples from anyone arrested 
in the county on suspicion of 


committing a recordable crime. 

While the profiles of 
4.3 million people are stored by 
police forces nationwide, last 
month European judges ruled 
that retention of the genetic 
details of 857,000 innocent 
citizens was unlawful. 

The Government has until 
March to comply with the 
judgment. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
placed 58,000 profiles on the 
database, including 162 
children aged 10 and 355 aged 
11 - although some profiles may 


be duplicates. Official estimates 
put the county’s population at 
597,000. 

Andrew Watson, co-ordinator 
of the Cambridge N02ID 
campaign, said: “It is a 
fundamental right that each of 
us should be able to continue 
our lives unmolested by the 
state unless the state has a good 
reason. 

“The database stigmatises 
people.” 

David Howarth said the DNA 
database was a useful but “far 
from perfect” crime-fighting 


tool, warning that around 
500,000 profiles on the register 
were incorrect and that the 
growth of the database had not 
increased detection rates. 

He said: “It is important to 
confine the permanent data¬ 
base to people convicted of 
crimes, with perhaps the 
addition for a specific period of 
time of those accused of 
serious crimes.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said the force 
followed national guidelines. 

She added: “We get about 50 
DNA matches a month. 
However, officers look for 
supporting evidence before 
bringing charges.” 

Of the surrounding forces, 
Essex police had loaded the 
highest number of profiles, 
136,000, onto the system. 

Bedfordshire stored 49,000 
and Hertfordshire had included 
80,000, compared with Suffolk’s 
figure of 51,000. 

A Home Office spokeswoman 
said the database had 
“revolutionised the way the 
police can protect the public 
through identifying offenders 
and securing more convict¬ 
ions”.

Items such as computer monitors, 
cans of paint and laundry baskets 
have been found at sites, which are 
meant for items such as plastic 
bottles, glass and paper only. 

General waste and bulky items 
should be taken to recycling centres in 
Grunty Fen, Milton or in Newmarket. 

Cllr David Brown, head of recycling 
at the council, said: “This is fly¬ 
tipping and because it is illegal, 
punishments are steep - fines up to 
£50,000 or six months in prison.

Aygo holds its value the best 


THE TOYOTA Aygo was 
Britain’s slowest 

depreciating car in 2008, 
according to research 
from parkers.co.uk. 

In its annual 
depreciation report, Par¬ 
ker’s compared last Jan¬ 
uary’s new prices with 
what an owner could 
expect to get if they sold 
privately now. A buyer 
who got their hands on an 
Toyota Aygo last year will 
now have lost just £1,515 
over 12 months - the 
equivalent of £4 per day. 

This year’s report is 
more important than ever 
as car buyers tighten their 
belts and seek-out cars 
that will save them money. 

The Fiat 500 makes its 
appearance in the top 10 
- and it’s a strong one. 
The mix of retro-inspired 


looks and low running 
costs has made it the right 
car at the right time. It’s 
been a hit with buyers and 
made it one of 2Q08’s 
must-have cars. It even 
finished ahead of the Mini, 
which has been a star 
performer for residual 
values since 2001. 

All the cars in this year’s 
top 10 have one thing in 
common: they’re all small. 
Increased demand from 
buyers trading down to 
smaller, more economical 
cars has pushed up prices 
- something that’s set to 
continue as recession 
bites. The combined loss 
of the top 10 is around 
£100 less than it was in 
2007. 

At the foot of the table 
the buyers who have lost 
a small fortune are those 


that started out with a 
large one. The Maybach 
continues to lose eye¬ 
watering sums in the first 
year of ownership, while 
the owners of most luxury 
cars need to be prepared 
to lose a substantial sum 
in their first year of 
ownership.

Basically 


HOW does this sound: a 
rear-wheel drive Mercedes 
coupe boasting low C02 
(103g/km) and a wallet- 
busting 65.7mpg? Okay you 
got me, it’s really a Smart, 
writes Iain Dooley. But 
seriously, how good are 
those figures? 

Right from the start the Smart 
brand was the Marmite of the car 
industry: you either loved it or 
loathed the Fortwo as it’s now 
called - there was no middle 
ground with the diminutive two- 
seat city car. 

Even Mercedes would be quick 
to say that, from the off, the car 
was less than perfect. It didn’t suit 
everyone’s lifestyles despite its 
overtly city-centric positioning. 
That said, the Fortwo has matured 
with age. This second-generation 
car, with its largely familiar 
exterior, is a huge step forward in 
terms of drivability and the all¬ 
round ownership proposition. 

And while the car has always 
played the frugal motoring card, 
it’s yet another to boast a stop-start 
feature. Clearly such a thing is best 
suited to urban motoring, which 
makes the Fortwo the perfect 


candidate. And its operation 
doesn’t negatively impact on the 
way you drive the car, making it 
unobtrusive yet a useful way of 
helping you save fuel and money. 

All you need to do is get in, turn 
the key and go. There’s no special 
launch sequence and you don’t 
need to drive the car differently 
from a so-called regular machine. 

A sensible recommendation is 
the 61bhp Pure model, not just 
because it’s the most affordable 
variant but also because the 
modest horsepower figure sits well 
with the car’s frugal nature. It 
might take a while to get to 60mph 
but, honestly, if your aim is to save 
fuel why the rush? 

The technical bits are that, 
despite the system’s rather snazzy 
‘Micro Hybrid Drive’ name, the 
driving experience is refreshingly 
less space-age in reality. 

Once on your way the default 
mode is the stop-start one. The 
reasoning being that you’ll leave it 
activated until such time as it 
proves less than helpful - say, 
parking. 

Roll up to a stop line or traffic 
lights and, with your foot on the 
brake, the little car’s engine will 
cease to function. Remember, the 
Fortwo doesn’t have a 


conventional 
clutch or 
gearbox, so 
there’s no 
clutch to dip or 
lever to engage 
neutral in the 
traditional way. 

When you’re 
ready to go, 
simply aim for 
the accelerator 
and the Smart 
will burst into 
life again. And 
that’s it. 

The real 
world gains 
might appear 
modest at first glance but think 
long term. Sure, the Fortwo’s low 
C02 rating will make a difference 
every time you apply for road tax, 
but it’s the cumulative effect over 
the course of a year that will be 
most noticeable. 

The whole micro hybrid thing is 
attributed with lowering the car’s 
C02 output, plus raising the fuel 
economy. An obvious statement, 
although with Smart making 
claims of up to 24 per cent for the 
latter, this once left-field 
alternative to a regular car now 
makes more sense than ever. 


Available for the 61bhp and 71bhp 
petrol variants and both coupe and 
cabrio bodystyles, the micro 
hybrid system is no gimmick. 
Unobtrusive yet easy to disable if 
conditions dictate always on is 
preferable, only someone with no 
interest in saving money would 
find this new Fortwo unattractive. 

Factor in tweaks to the car’s 
instrumentation and equipment 
levels plus new exterior colour and 
wheel choices, and the Fortwo 
with its stop-start feature proves 
that you can be both stylish and 
responsible.

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Positive news from Show 


ALL signs of pessimism in 
the global motoring 
industry were pushed 
firmly into the back¬ 
ground as the North 
American International 
Auto Show opened its 
doors in Detroit last week, 
with both new models and 
concepts lifting the mood. 

Admittedly, there was a major 
nod to austerity, with 
many makers taking 
slimmed-down 
stand space, and 
dispensing with the 
luxury of laser 
pyrotechnics and 
other expenses. But 
there was no lack of designer 
wheels, or new-model news, 
particularly from US brands. 

Chevrolet says its new entry in 
the competitive supermini sector, 
the Spark, will arrive in the UK 
early in 2010 and, importantly for 
the land of the large limo, it will 
also form part of the marque’s 
North American range. 

Developed mostly in Europe, 
the Spark will be produced in 
Korea. Chevrolet’s other show- 
stopper was the new Orlando 
seven-seater MPV, with rugged 
SUV-style looks. 

Kia brought some welcome 
sunshine to midwinter Detroit 
with the unveiling of its 
Soul’ster drop-top concept, a 
variation of the Kia Soul urban 
crossover. 

The front-drive Soul’ster, a 
compact, chunky SUV with the 
look of a pick-up truck, can be 
powered by either 1.6 or 2.0-litre 
petrol engines, or a 1.6-litre 
turbo-diesel unit. 

Volkswagen’s new mid- 
engined, rear-wheel drive 
concept roadster attracted much 
attention in North America, 
another design study that was 
presented with no immediate 
news of production possiblities. 

Named Concept BlueSport to 


define its environmental and 
sporting aspirations, the two- 
seater roadster employs a mid- 
mounted 2.0-litre common-rail 
diesel engine, with a lightweight 
chassis, to enhance sharp 
dynamics. The car can accelerate 
from standstill to 62mph in 6.6 
seconds, with a top speed of 
140mph. 

Ford was pushing its plans for 
alternative-power cars, with 
chairman Bill Ford announcing 
hybrid, plug-in hybrid, 
and battery-electric cars. 
The Blue Oval firm 
will launch at 
least four high- 
mileage 
battery-electric 
vehicles by 

2012. 

Audi debuted a new Sportback 
concept, one that shares the 
dimensions of the existing A6 
saloon, and which is driven by a 
new 47mpg-plus 3.0-litre turbo¬ 
diesel engine. 

And, still at the premium end 
of the market, Lexus revealed its 
HS 250h (above), the world’s first 
dedicated luxury hybrid vehicle. 
The 2.4-litre HS 250h (pictured 
above), on sale in the US later 
this year, will be Lexus’ fourth 
hybrid and the most fuel-efficient

vehicle in its line-up. 

It will also be the first Lexus to 
utilise carbon-neutral plastic 
materials in the car’s futuristic 
cockpit. 

The firm is pushing its hybrid 
technology after its research 
revealed that more than 60 per 
cent of first-time luxury car 
buyers would consider a hybrid. 

The next-generation Toyota

Prius was also unveiled in 
Detroit. Toyota has promised 
even more frugal motoring for 
the best-selling hybrid. 

The Prius retains a 1.8-litre 
petrol with an electric motor 
with either or both able to power 
the car along. 

The drivetrain has seen im¬ 
provements in weight and 
efficiency and there have been 
reductions in weight and 
improvement in aerodynamics in 
general. 

The new Prius is expected to go 
on sale in the UK this summer. 

So, with few manufacturers in 
Detroit expanding on the 
economic crisis, the message was 
clear - many expect to weather 
the current tough trading 
conditions and come out the 
other side with the kind of cars 
that will consolidate their future.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE 
A member will be able to advise you on the type of service you need, and will be able to 
point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you.

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Goldie’s Berlin agenda 



BRITISH No 1 Goldie 
Sayers has just one thing 
on her mind in 2009 and 
that is winning a medal at 
the World Championships 
in Berlin in August. 

Niels de Vos, the chief 
executive of UK Athletics, has 
handpicked Ely-based Sayers as 
the likely British star in Berlin, 
following her breakthrough year 
in 2008. 

Not only did Sayers reach the 
Olympic final, where she finished 
fourth and was only denied a 
podium finish by two world bests, 
but the Ely star also improved her 
personal best by 70cm. 

The 26 year old is desperate to 
follow up her Beijing experience 
by landing silverware when it 
matters most in Germany, where 
she looks certain to face stiff 
competition from the likes of 
home favourites Christina 
Obergfoll and Steffi Nerius. 

“Obviously the main goal is the 
World Championships, it’s the 
main focus, it’s what 2009 is all 
about for me,” said Sayers, who 
has been training with the British 
squad at the Aviva-funded warm- 
weather training camp in South 
Africa. 

“Even though Beijing was a 
real disappointment for me 
personally, my performances in 
China have convinced me that I 


should be winning a medal 
in Berlin. 

“I have moved on in the last few 
months and I have vowed to 
improve myself. 

“I have set a lot of new goals to 
keep improving and going 
forward, so I know I still have a 
lot more to come. 


“I’ve worked really hard in my 
training this winter and I’m back 
at the level that I was last year. 
I’m already looking ahead to 
Berlin high in confidence. 

“It’s going to be the same names 
that were at Beijing, plus a couple 
of new names that will 
undoubtedly burst on to the 


scene, so it will be difficult, but 
I’m looking forward to the chance 
of some revenge.” 

Next stop for the former King’s 
School, Ely, pupil is the European 
Cup Winter Throwing at Los 
Realejos, Tenerife - an event she 
won in Croatia last season. 

With no indoor season available 


to javelin throwers, Sayers admits 
her trip to Spain will be an early 
indicator into what type of form 
she’s currently in. 

“I’ll be heading to the European 
Winter Throws in Tenerife, which 
will be great to finally get some 
competition under my belt,” 
she said. 

“I won that last year, so I’ll be 
confident of winning again, but it 
is more an opportunity to just 
enjoy competing in quite a 
relaxed atmosphere and ease back 
into competition. 

“Javelin is a difficult discipline, 
obviously with me not being able 
to get involved in the indoor 
season, it is difficult to gauge 
where you are at in your training. 

“It was a real anti-climax going 
back into training, knowing one 
of my few Olympic chances had 
gone and that the next one was 
four years away. 

“But I have got through those 
tough times now and I’m back 
enjoying my training and 
especially enjoying training out 
here in the warm weather.”

Fen Tigers’ future 
remains up in air 


MILDENHALL supporters continue to 
play a waiting game for concrete 
information surrounding the imminent 
future of speedway at West Row. 

Two months have passed since the 
promotional team Keith and Jonathan, 
right, Chapman put the Fen Tigers up for 
sale after just three months in charge, 
and while negotiations have been 
ongoing with one of three interested 
parties, an agreement is still some 
distance away.

“There is no panic as we have already 
registered the team’s intent to run in the 
new National League, which would not 
start until at least April.” 

A consortium that lost out to the 
Chapmans in late August are believed to 
be one of the three showing an interest 
in purchasing the rights to run the sport. 
Stadium owner Dave Coventry 
confirmed that he was holding talks with 
a further interested party by this 
weekend and hopes for a positive 



outcome next week. “It will be an initial 
meeting and hopefully the talks progress 
well as they seem a very professional 
promotion,” he said. “The acoustic 
barrier which may have impeded the 
speedway season has now been 
completed, which I’m pleased with. 

“We have still to complete a gateway for 
the new speedway pits which will now 
be situated on the fourth turn and be 
fully covered for both teams and much 
more suitable. 

“It will also allow supporters unrestricted 
access around the stadium.”
